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earned patent term adjustment. See 37 CFR 1.704(b). 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-90 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
DORRELL (6,714,202). 

As per claim 1, Dorrell teaches the claimed "method of managing animation data 
and related control data for recording on an enhanced navigation medium", the method 
comprising: "constructing animation data comprising first image data into a first graphic 
MNG file in chunk data format" (Dorrel, column 2, lines 26-30), wherein the first graphic 
file comprises a first header portion, a second end portion, first control data and a frame 
containing additional data; and recording the first graphic file on an enhanced navigation 
medium (Dorrel, column 7, line 45 to column 9, line 19). 

Claim 2 adds into claim 1 "the frame containing the additional data comprises a 
second graphic file" (Derrel, column 7, lines 45-52). 

Claim 3 adds into claim 1 "the frame containing the additional data comprises a 
third graphic file" (Derrel, column 7, lines 45-52). 
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Claim 4 adds into claim 1 "wherein the frame containing the additional data 
comprises at least one of a second graphic file and a third graphic file" (Dorrel, column 
7, line 45 to column 9, line 19). 

Claim 5 adds into claim 4 "wherein the second graphic file comprises second 
image data and second control data for controlling playback of the animation data in the 
first graphic file" (Dorrel, column 7, line 45 to column 9, line 19). 

Claim 6 adds into claim 4 "wherein the third file comprises third image data and 
third control data for controlling playback of the animation data in the first graphic file" 
(Dorrel, column 7, line 45 to column 9, line 19). 

Claim 7 adds into claim 1 "the enhanced navigation medium is an interactive 
digital versatile disk (l-DVD)" (Derrel, Storage device 109). 

Claim 8 adds into claim 4 "wherein at least one of the second graphic file and the 
third graphic file comprises fourth control information for controlling playback of the first 
image data" (Dorrel, column 7, line 45 to column 9, line 19). 
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Claim 9 adds into claim 1 "wherein the first graphic file further comprises 
termination action information" (Dorrel, column 7, line 45 to column 9, line 19). 

Claim 10 adds into claim 1 "wherein the first graphic file further comprises 
physical pixel size information" (Derrel, figure 10). 

Claim 1 1 adds into claim 1 "wherein the first graphic file further comprises palette 
information" (Derrel, figure 10). 

Claim 12 adds into claim 1 "transparency information" (Derrel, column 15, lines 27-46). 

Claim 13 adds into claim 1 wherein the first graphic file further comprises at least 
one of termination action information, physical pixel size information, palette 
information, transparency information constructed in advance of the frame containing 
additional data (Dorrel, column 7, line 45 to column 9, line 19). 

Claim 14 adds into claim 4 the frame containing the additional data comprises a 
plurality of at least one of the second graphic file and the third graphic file (Derrel, 
figures 3-4). 
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Claim 15-18 adds into claim 4 the characteristic of the second file (Dorrel, column 
7, line 45 to column 9, line 19). 

Claims 19-22 add into claim 4the characteristic of the file (Dorrel, column 7, line 
45 to column 9, line 19). 

Claims 23-25 claim an enhanced navigation medium to store the method of 
claims 1 -22; therefore, they are rejected under similar reason. 

Claims 26-30 claim an enhanced navigation data structure of the method of 
claims 1-22; therefore, they are rejected under similar reason. 

Due to the similarity of claims 31-90 to claims 1-22, they are rejected under the 
same reason.
